WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Japan’s utimatum to the Berlin 
Government demanding that Germany withdraw from Kiauchau, 
its stronghold in China, overshadowed in Washington today all de- 


velopments growing out of war in Europe. 


One outstanding, fee- 


ture of the crisis was the determination of the United States not :o 
be drawn into the controversy. Administration officials look upon 
it as an issue strictly between Japan and Germany: 
resident Wilson declared today he had no reason to question 

the good faith of the declaration of Japan in promising to observe 
the integrity of China. The President would not discuss the ulti- 
matum as'a whole, saying that one of the duties of neutrality was 
to have no opinion on what other nations were doing. 

Secretary of State Bryan was at the White House early today, 
supposedly in connection with Japan’s ultimatum. Both the Presi- 
dent and Bryan refused to discuss the visit. 


‘Secretary Bryan was assured by 
Baron Chinda, the Japanese “\mbas- 
sador, that the Tokio Governmeat 
would exercise utmost care to safe- 


@uard the interests of the United 
States and other countries not imme- 
diately involved during settlement of 
‘the issue. 

Baron Chinda presented a note from 
his Government which comprised the 
announcement of the ultimatum and 
a statement of Japan's intention to 
restore Kiauchau to China. Germany 
took the territory from China after 
‘the killing of several German mis- 
sicnaries 16 years ago. 

Japan's sudden move, bringing her 
into the range of the European conflict, 
aid not come as a complete surprise 'n 
Washington. Her assurance of the in- 
tention to maintain China's integrity; 
by restoring Kiauchau are regarded as 
satisfactory to American officials. There 
is no disposition on their part to be- 
lieve the administration will assume 
any attitude other than that of passive 
observation should Japan take another 
step and declare war.

Japanese Statesmen in Addresses Say 
No Territory Is Wanted. 

TOKIO, Aug. 17.—The text of the Jap- 
anees ultimatum has caused a profound 
impression, although it had been pre- 
dicted that Japan was making ready to 
participate in the war. 

Count Okuma, the Premier, and Ta- 
kaaki Kato, the Foreign Minister, ad- 
dressed meetings of merchants, mem- 
bers of Parliament and others, and 
counseled a calm attitude. They de- 
clared that Japan had no ambition for 
territorial aggrandizement. 

In reply to a question propounded by 
a merchant, the Foreign Minister un- 
equivocally denied reports that the 
United States had interfered in any 
way in the situation, and, he added,

British Regiments in China Told to Be 
Ready to Move. 

PEKIN, Aug. 17.—Copies of the Japa- 
nese ultimatum to Germany were hand- 
ed to the Chinese Governinent and the 
foreign legations yesterday. 

As it is not considered likely that Ger- 
many will comply with the Japanese de- 
mands, preparations are proceeding for 
a.campaign by force of arms. The Brit- 
ish regiments in China have received in- 
structions to hold themselves in readi- 
ness for transportation. 

The statement ‘n the Japanese ulti- 
matum that Japan proposed to return 
Kiaochau to China is regarded hopefully 
by Chinese officials. The Chinese For- 
eign Board announces that China real- 
izes she cannot forcibly prevent trans- 
gression of her territory. She is, how- 
ever, strengthening her forces at Tsinan 
with the view only to regulating Chinese 
affairs. <A protest will be lodged if the 
allies land troops beyond the 50-kilom- 
ter limit allowed to German troops for 
maneuvers. 

According to Japanese figures the Ger- 
man troops at Tsingtau number 3600. 
There are several hundred reservists at 
the various treaty ports. 

It is not known where the German fleet 
has gone. It left port about 10 days ago 
with a collier.

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THREE SHIPS DOCK 
AT MONTREAL WiTh 
3000 TOURISTS 


Teutonic Tells of f Being Pursued 
by German . Warship—St. 
Louisans Return. 


MONTREAL, Aug. 17.—Tuiree liners 
flying British flags and. carrying more 
than 3000 Americans and Canadians who 
tled from Continental Europe on the 
opening of hostilities, arrived here to- 
day. They were the Virginian of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, the Teutonic 
of the White Star Line and the Tuni- 
sian of the Allan Line. 

All three ships had exciting voyages. 
To avoid German warships the liners 
sped through dense fogs among hidden 
icebergs. Fog horns and bells were not 
used and at night all lights were ex 
tinguished. The wireless on the ships 
was kept silent, too. 

Passengers on the Teutonic reported 
the ship had been pursued by a Germaa 
cruiser. The warship at times ‘swept 
the seas with her searchlight in an ef- 
fort to find the liner. The Teutonic lay 
to during this operation and the cruiser 
finally disappeared over the horizon. 

A wireless call for help then was sent 
out by the Teutonic, her passengers re- 
ported, and it not only brought a Brit- 
ish cruiser, which was thought to have 
been the Essex, but the German man- 
of-war also returned. According to the 
passengers, the British cruiser was in 


the last of the two vessels. 

The officers of the Virginia reported 
that Capt. Kendall, who, after the sink- 
ing of the Canadian Pacific liner Em- 
press of Ireland, in the St. Lawrence 
River, with a loss of more than 1000 
lives, was placed in command of the 
Montrose of the same line, had run his 
ship into Antwerp and rescued a num- 
ber of Americans and Canadians 
stranded there. He also towed a Ca- 
nadian Pacific liner, which was under- 
going repairs in Antwerp, out to sea, 
and then ran his ship to London. 

Dr. O. Locks of Detroit, Mich., who 
attended the medical congress in Lon- 
don, on landing from the Teutonic, told 
of living for 2% hours on 13 cents in 
London until he persuaded an FEnglish 
banker to cash his check. The Rev. J. 
E. Rheame of Chicago, another ‘passen- 
ger on the Teutonic, existed for 4H 
hours on 15 cents in Brussels.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 17.—The Ger- 
man cruiser Leipzig, which, stripped for 
action, has been patrolling the coast off 
this harbor for this week, entered San 
Francisco Bay early today, and anchored 
just inside the Golden Gates.

RAIN IN ENGLAND 


Sir James Grierson, Eastern Dt- 
vision @ommander, Suc- 
cumbs Suddenly. 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—Lieutenant-Gencral 
Sir James M. Grierson died suddenly on 


a train in England today. 

Gen. Grierson, who was born in 1859, 
was one of the foremost of British mili- 
tary leaders He had a long war record, 
and at the time of his death held the 
Eastern command in the British army. 

Sir James was unmarried. He served 
in the Egyptian campaign in 1882, in 
the Suakin engagements in 1885, in the 
Hazara expedition in 1888, in South 
Africa in 1900 and in China in 1900 and 
1$01, and was decorated many times 
T':0m 1896 to 1900, he was military at- 
tache at the Embassy in Berlin, and 
frum 1904 to 1906 was director of military 
cperations at headquarters. The Gen- 
eral was considered one of the leading

LONDON; Aug..17.—The Daily Mail’s 
Paris correspondent says every man in 
France is envying the young dragoon 
officer, Lieut. Bruyant, to whom has 
bcen awarded the first cross of the 
Legion of Honor in the war. 


Today is published an account of 
Bruyant’s exploit written by one who 


saw it. It was 3:30 on a hot afternoon 
when the Lieutenant and six men were 
scouting near the frontier. Suddenly 
they saw a patrol of 27 horsemen. Shots 
were exchanged, a German fell and 
then the patrol cantered away despite 
the fact they were nearly four to one. 
The French followed up resolutely. The 
Germans kept their d@stance. Soon 
Bruyant saw they were trying to reach 
a wood, where they could take cover. 
He gave orders to draw swords and 
charge. 

The seven spurrred their horses and 
fell,upon the Uhlans. .The shock de- 
moralized the Germans, Who made no 
stand at all. One was killed by 4% 
lance thrust. The officer in command 
was drawing his revolver, when Bruy- 
ant cut him down with his saber. Six 
more were wounded and knocked off 
their horses. The rest fled. in disorder. 
The fight lasted only a minute.

The London Chronicle’s correspondent 
in Brussels sent the following regarding 
the Dinant fight: 

“The French took the offensive and 
attacked the Germans, who had at- 
tempted a flanking movement. At oné 
time the French force was in danger, 
but they stood their ground with brav- 
ery. 

“The action was the culmination of 
a series of outpost engagements which 
had been going on for two days, and 
in which the advantage always rested 
with the French. The Germans at- 
tempted to cross the River Meuse be- 
tween Yvoir and Ansomme. From «3a 
Plateau near Bouxignes, German col- 
umns could be seen winding along the 
valley towards Dinant, and there is 
every sign that a big battle will take 

in that region before many hours. 
The French, who are strongly posted, 
had a splendid defensive position, with 
their artillery and machine guns."’ 

Reuter’s correspondent in Brussels 
telegraphs that the German troops ap- 
peared at Dinant in force, with several 
quick-firing guns, and attacked the 
French position. A brisk fight ensued, 
in the course of which the French ar- 
tillery decimated the German troop-e. 
At the end of the fighting the French 
occupied both banks of the river. 

Military comment on the Dinant inci- 
dent is that it shows that the French 
crossed the Belgian line, to join hands 
with their allies, not a moment too soon.

Measure Embodying Administra- 
tion Plan Goes tg Bresidentr—. . 
Coastwise Provision Rejected. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—By a vote of 
40 to 20 the Senate today rejected the 
conference report.on the shipping bill 
te admit foreign-bhbilt ships to American 
registry and proposing to open the coast- 
wise trade to foreign craft. 

The House bill was then adopted by 

the same vote. It extends Ameri- 
can registry of all foreign-built ships. 
The bill now goes to President Wilson 
for approval. It is believed he will 
sign it. 
The bill enacts into law the admin- 
istration plan to restore the transat- 
lantic trade paralyzed by the European 
war. It is also designed to enlarge the 
American merchant marine. Already 
the Hamburg-American Line has re- 
ceived proposals for certain of its ves- 
sels now in American waters, and the 
North German-Liloyg Line has ~° an- 
nounced that it will sell some of its 
ships. Administration officials expect 
to see many foreign-built ships come 
under the American flag soon after 
President Wilson signs the bill.

Unquestionably 
such a development would carry possi- 
bilities of arousing irritation in this 
country and probably among all the al- 
lies. 

If there suddenly comes into being a 
great fleet of American ships the prob- 
lem of Germany’s obtaining food is 
largely solved, for ships flying the 
American flag would have the liberty of 
the high seas and could enter the North 
Sea German ports, and certainly in the 
the present aspect of affairs could ply 
to the Adriatic with complete freedom. 
For England the food problem is more 
serious even than for Germany, bu‘ 
England does not even consider possible 
a German victory. If American legis- 
lation make possible the purchase of 
German ships in New York and the 
sale is made there is certain to be some 
criticism here, starting with the charge 
that Yankees cannot resist the appeal 
of the dollar and being augmented wita 
the innuendo that the transfer is mere- 
ly a German subterfuge. 

So far the attitude of President Wil- 
son has met’ with the cordial approval 
of English opinion. England feels that 
America is behind her in sympathy. But 
for German ships, transferred to the 
American flag, to begin carrying food 
to Germany, would surely create a paip- 
ful impression here, although it is ad- 
mitted that the purchase is well within

WILSON AGREES

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Considera- 
tion of the problem of raising money tv 
offset losses in customs revenues due 
to the European war continued today at 
the White House. The President saw 
Senator Simmons, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, and Repre- 
sentative Underwood, chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee.

funds are necessary the President wi:l 
send a special message to Congress ask- 
ing that a tax be levied.

“In the provinces of Piotrkoff and 
Kielce, the Austrian cavalry occupied 
a front of over 50 miles in length, ex. 
tending along a line from Tchenstochova 
through Andrejew to Sandomic. The 
cavalry was supported by infantry and 
by artillery. 

Austrians Enter Russia, 

On Aug. 14, Austrian advance guards 
penetrated 4 short distance !nto Russian 
territory. Jt is reported that this of- 
fensive movement was checked by the 
Russian troops. 

“An Austrian attempt tc advance frem 
Andrejew toward Kielce failed Aug. 15, 
when the Russian troops, by a series 
ef brilliant cavalry attacks, succeeted 
in dislodging the enemy from Klelce ané 
occupied a town in the Tomaschoff dis- 
trict.

10 POLAND MAKES 
PEOPLE REJOICE 


Polish Colony in Paris Fired 
With Enthusiasm Over Pros- 
pective Freedom. 


Special Cable From a Post-Dispatch 
and Daily Chronicle Correspondent. 
LONDON, Aug. 17.—The Paris corre- 


spondent of the Daily Chronicle, under 
date of Saturday, telegraphs: 
“Unspeakable joy reigns in the Polish 
colony of Paris, because of the Czar’s 
proclamation promising Poland com- 
plete autonomy, with freedom of re- 
ligion, language and customs, as a re- 
ward for loyalty to Russia in the pres- 
ent struggle. 

“Family groups are gathered together 
to celebrate the good news, and many 
pious Women have gone to their mission 
church to offer up prayers of thansgiv- 
ing. 


“Mgr. Leon Postawka, the veteran 
who is pastor of the Polish 
Mission, was overcome by emotion when 
the glad tidings reached him. He ex- 
claimed to the correspondent who 
sthowed him the printed announcement 
of the proclamation: ‘Mxugnificent! Sub- 
lime! I am overwhelmed with joy. For 
so many years we have hoped anc 
prayed for this news and now that it 
has arrived it dazes me. 


Urges People to Fight. 

“I am no longer a young man, but [f 
am preaching this morning to our young 
people, urging them to go forward in 
the French fighting line against Ger- 
many’s barbarians. They needed little 
urging, and have all volunteered with 
the same deliberate calm that imbued 
me when, 4 years ago to this very day, 
I volunteered for France myself agaitist 
the same enemy. The Lord is with the 
weak and oppressed, and it was His 
voice that dictated to Emperor Nicholas 
the manifesto which the Czar has ‘s- 
sued to the Polish nation.’’ 

Dr. Joseph Landau, a friend of the 
prelate and a Pole, who has served tu 
the French army, said: 

‘‘We have from our infancy dreamed 
of and hoped for the restoration of Po- 
land. Our hearts today are filled with 
joy, and with gratitude toward God anJ 
the Czar. 

“By its exalted language and self- 
evident sincerity, the proclamation of 
the Grand Duke Nicholas has intensifle: 
our happiness. Many of vs, although 
men, have wept today, but our tears 
were of joy, and our hearts are 80 over- 
filled with joyful emotion at the pro- 
found changes wrought by the whirli- 
gig of time that we cannot at presen: 
express our feelings coherently.”’ 


Grateful te England. 

For years the Poles in Paris have pa- 
tiently chanted, “As long as we live, 
Poland cannot die." Today this anthem 
is being repeated by Poles throughout 
the world, and they gratefully realized 
that it was England's co-oreration with 
France and Russia that has enabled the 
Czar to take this step. 

Many thousands of Poles in England 
and many of the 8,000,000 in America are 
expected to make a supreme effort to 
return and do their share toward the 
accomplishment of Poland’s liberation. 


zar Has Long Recognized His Duty 
» to Polish People. 


PARIS, Aug. 17.—Gabriel Hanotaux, 
formerly Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
commenting in the Figaro today on 
‘Resurrection of Poland,” says the 
Czar’s promise of autonomy for 
Poland lifts another nightmare 
from the breast of Europe. 
M. Hanotaux relates a conversation he 
had with the Czar on this very subject 
when the Czar visited Paris in 189%. In 
the course of the convVersation the Czar 
remarked: 

“T know what my duties are toward 
my brother Slavs of Poland.” 

There have been several decrees issued 
since then favoring the Poles, said M. 
Hanotaux, and he is convinced that the 
promise to grant Poland autonomy is 
not a mere measure of expediency in the 
present crisis, but the result of a long 
meditated design. The former Minister 
concludes by prophesying that, when the 
war is over a new free and enlightened 
Europe will rise from the ashes of the 
great conflagration. 

Mme. Pierre Curie, the French scien- 
tist, who is a born Pole and whose maid- 
en name was Sk!'adowska, interviewed 
by the Temps today in connection with 
| the Russian proclamation promising au- 
‘tonomy to Poland, said: “This seems to 
me to be the first united step toward the 
unity of Poland and reconciliation with 
Russia. This is necessary for the de- 
velopment of Polish national culture, 

“Russia, as the protector of the Slav 
peoples, is undertaking a war to defend 
Servia, and cannot give less to united 
Poland than Austrian Poland now re- 
celves. In our time, when national feel- 
ing is intense, it is certain that lasting 
peace between the Polish people, num 
bering 25,000,000, and Russia, can come 
only upon the basis of respect for na- 
tionality. 

“Germany has done more to destroy 
Polish national sentiment than she has 
done to dGestroy the French feeling in 
Alsace-Lorraine.”

Mediation Offer Is 
Received by the Nations 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—All the war- 
ring European nations, except Rusala, 
have now replied to President Wilson's 
cffer to serve in mediation, and the de- 
lay as to Russia is said to be due to the 
failure of officials to transmit it to the 
Czar, who has been absent from St. 
Petersburg. The St. Petersburg foreign 
office is known to have received the 
message. 

Germany has acknowledged the re- 
ceipt of the message. Secretary of State 
Bryan has declined to give out the text 
of the reply, but it is understood to have 
been only an acknowledgment. 

France's reply, which came from Pre- 
mier Viviani, stated that France had 
been attacked, despite her refusal to 
take the aggressive, and assured Presi- 
dent Wilson “that the French Govern- 
ment and people will recognize in your 
idea new evidence of your interest in the 
destinies of France.” 

The administration did not expect 
that mediation would be considered in 
the first heat of conflict and before 
any great or decisive battles had been 
fought.

Children Play on Barriers. 

In the hamlets we saw the peasants 
dressed in their native blouses, but 
carrying businesslike rifles, which they 
handled in workmanlike fashion. They 
are good fellows, stern on their jobs as 
sentries or outposts, but once they were 

-@atisfied that we were not spies they 
were ready to crack jokes and exthange | 
news. Jolly little crowds of children 
are scrambling about everywhere, even 
om the barriers and behind the bayonets. 

As wo went racing down the road 
toward Namur we found that small en- 
gagements with Uhlans were of hourly 
ecourrence, Fields are deserted and 
everyone has an eye trained on the hori- 
gon. The German horses, we were told, 
are excellent cattle. 

When we had arrived practically in- 
side the Namur defenses challenges 
eame at intervals of every two minutes 
or less. Little bodies of soldiers, sharp, 
wiry, intelligent looking men and youths, 
with pleasant faces, though roughened 
by exposure, crowded around us to chat, 
and they welcomed our cigarettes and 
newspapers and told us what news they 
had. 

“We have had a skirmish here,’’ they 
said, “and there are two prisoners over 
there In the cottage and three wounded 
in the church. Our troops have shown 
themselves heroes in both the forts and 
in the open fields. 

Then our talk turned upon the demor- 
alization of the Germans’ and the hun- 
ger of the men who are made prison- 
ers. 


Inside Fortified Line. 
Passing through the middle of a little 
green wood, shadowed from any aero- 
plane attack, we suddenly found our- 
selves inside a fortified line. Vicious- 
looking guns were there, apparently 
trained on a cottage which has been 
used as a temporary screen for the

Aeropiane Drops a Bomb. 

On our straight run back to Namur 
we came across many lines of entan- 
glements and trenches, and we were 
constantly challenged by the patrols. 
We watched with pleasure as an aero- 
Plane circled about the tremendous hi’! 
fortress and thought it was a Belgian 
machine because of the low height at | 
which it flew. 


Half an hour later, as we were set- 
ting some food in the lively center 3f 
the town there came upon us the now 
familiar rush of the highly strung 
crowd. In a small car, supported. by 
four workmen, lay an old and fespect- 
ably dressed shopkeeper. 

He was being drawn to the hospita! 
for both his legs had been shattered 
and his head terribly injured by the 
explosion in his street of a dynamit:> 
hand grenade, flung down by that very 
aeroplane which we had watched as it 
circled against the sunset sky. Thus 
did the aeropldne prove that it was a 
German, not a Belgian machine. 

Our run back from Namur was in the 
dark, and promised to afford some sen- 
sations, for rumor had it that the 
Prussians were aens in again from 
the north. 

At Wavre, as we went through a nar- 
row little street, we met stretchers be- 
ing borne through quiet groups of men 
and women, a grim sign of some nea-- 
by conflict. 

The genial commandant at Wavre 
stopped me for a talk. He had been a: 
Eghezee and was now on his way to 
meet a small German column reported 
to be pushing in from the north under 
cover of outposts. 

Sees Skirmish on Way Back. 

The Belgian troops had planned a 
surprise for the enemy, he told us, as 
he rode up the road from Wavre a lit- 
tle way with our car. He left us in 
the shadow of a dgrk clump of trees 
and directed me to a hillock some way 
off, where we might observe what hap- 
pened. 


After what seemed an age of wait- 
ing, flashes and rifle reports came from 
a dark hollow in front. The Germans: 
were getting in touch. In these ad- 
vance reconnoisances they seem to have 
shown considerable neglect of scouting 
and outpost work, and, as at Eghezee, 
their shooting was defective in aim. 

Answering flashes and sourfds: came 
from a rough semicircle of shadow in 
front, and on the southerly side ma- 
chine guns came into action. We start- 
ed off north, invisible behind the slopes. 


There is little of mode in warfare to 
be seen by day unless one takes actual 
part in it. There is nothing to be seen 
at night. 

These little Belgian soldiers are fine 
soldiers, intelligent and quick to respond 
to any call or suggestion. They are 
rather weary now and strained, for 
many have been already long in the 
field. Day and night they have been 
fighting at odds of 10 to one. They are 
men who think, and they fight all the 
better for it. 

Desperately Exhausting Fight. 

A desperately exhausting fight it Is 
Dispersed in small parties over their 
immense front, they have to rush and 
concentrate the moment one small 
squadron of the German cavalry, which 
is widely scattered, is signaled. Some

As We pass among them in their rest- 
ing moments.it is easy to make them 
cluster, laughing like a crowd of alert 
boys, but in the fighting line they are 
as tense as wires and inspired by a con- 
centrated sternness that the Germans 
are learning to respect. 


“T have sabered two this morning,”’. 2 
powerfully built, brown-faced lad, a4 
cavalryman, who had just finished ban- 
daging up a German dragoon with a 
broken back, said to me quite simply 
in a cottage at Haelen. 


This wrecked village was the scene of 
that desperate fight where the Belgians 
proved their heroism in the ficld. The 
Germans had to fall back upon the 
base of their army corps. But they have 
been pressing forward again’ with an 
even more overwhelming number of 
men. ; 

As we moved across the iong-contest- 
ed bridge and’ battle-scarred street, it 
was to the sound of cannon, and waz 
cns bringing up fresh ammunition 
dashed past us on the stones. Under 
the village walls knots of soldiers too 
weary to shift their feet lay slecping 
during their hour of release from the 
front. At intervals around the battered 
church wall came stretchers with tite 
dead. 

Germans Courteously Treated, 

For the fourth time in that long hur- 
ried day I was admitted to the impro- 
vised ambulance rooms. The wounded 
German prisoners as they came in were 
treated with just the same care and 
their dead dignified with just the same 
respect as our own friends. The stpries 
that are told of their cruelty to the 
peasants, which are sincerely believed 
by the Belgian soldiers, are terrible. 


I was ever allowed to speak to some 
of the wounded in their own language 
Not one had a word of complaint. The 
poor fellows all believed ‘they had been 
fighting against the French. 


I think two of the finest men I have 
ever seen were a Belgian Corporal and 
a German private who lay dying of bul- 
let wounds in half-burnt villages a few 
miles apart. 

In a cottage yard,a peasant woman 
with four children around her, who hai 
seen her house sacked, was making cof- 
fee over a wood fire for the wounded 
Germans. 

The Belgians had been surprised in 
some Woods as they advanced from th« 
village. They had lost heavily; now 
they were holding their position well. 
but the Germans, in spite of losses, 
were closing In. Their advanced fight- 
ing parties were at the momefit within 
300 yards of the village. At any in- 
stant their cavalry, whose lances and 
helmets lay mixed with smashed bot- 
tles about the village square, relics of 
the past “day, might sweep around the 
defense. 

Suddenly one of the changes of mood 
common to the nerves at such a crisis 
came over the soldiers about us. The 
faces hardened; we were under arrest. 

The Major in command furiously is- 
sued orders to bring us before him, but 
after hurried and unsatisfactory talk, I 
moved outside. 

Enemy Commanded the Road. 

As I was waiting among the sullen 

faces around me, I could sec, a few

The maintenance of territorial 
rights of the high contracting par- 
ties in the regions of Eastern Asia 
and of India and the defense of their 
special interests in the paid regiogs: 

RTICwE 1, agreed that 
A whenever, in the opinion of 

either Great Britain or Japan, 
any of the rights and interests re- 
ferred to in the preamble of this 
agreement are in jeopardy, the two 
Governments will communicate with 
one another fully and frankly and 
will consider in common the meas- 
ures which should be taken to safe- 
wuard those menaced rights or in- 
terests.

Article 3. The high contracting 
parties agree that neither of them 
will, without consulting the other, 
enter into separate arrangements 
with another Power to the prejudice 
of the objects described in the pre- 
amble of this agreement. 

Article 4. Should either high con- 
tracting party conclude a treaty of 
general arbitration with a third Pow- 
er, it is agreed that nothing tn this 
agreement shall entail upon such 
contracting party an invitation to go 
to war with the party with whom 
such treaty of arbitration is in force. 

Article 5. The conditions under 
which armed assistance shall be af- 
forded by either Power to the other 
in the circumstances mentioned in 
the present agreement and the means 
by which such assistance is to be 
made available will be arranged by 
the navai and military authorities of 
the high contracting parties, who 
will from time to time consult one 
another fully and freely upon all 
questions of mutual interest. 

RTICLE VI. The present 
agreement shall come _ into 
effect immediately after the 

date of its signature and remain in 
force for 10 years from that date. 

In case neither of the high con- 
tracting parties should have notified 
12 months before the expiration of 
the said 10 years the intention of 
terminating it, it shall remain bind- 
ing until the expiration of one year 
from the day on which.either of the 
high contracting parties shall have 
denounced. But if, when the data 
fixed for its expiration arrives, either 
ally is actually engaged in war, the 
alliance shall, ipso facto, continue 
until peace is concluded.

RUSSIA DEMANDS 
THAT TURKEY LET 
HER FLEET PASS 


Wants to Send 65 Warships 
From Black Sea to the 
Mediterranean. 


COPENHAGEN, Aug. 17.—Russia has 
demanded that Turkey grant unrestrict- 
ed passage through the Dardanelles for 
the Russian Black Sea fleet, according 
to a dispatch from Constantinople to 
the Politicten. 

Passage through the Dardanelles. is 
denied to. the warships of all nations 
by treaty. Russia has sought for half 
a century to break down this restriction, 
which effectually burs her from naval 
ection in the Mediterranean. 

If the permission is granted in° this 
instance, or if the Russian fleet forces 
its way through the Turkish gateway 
the Czar’s warships will be in position 
to co-operate with the French and En- 
glish and to aid in the destruction of 
the Austrian fleet, as well as to bom- 
bard Austrian seaports. 

Russia has 6 warships in the Black 
Sea. 


WAR ADDS $48,130,000 
TO SOUTHERN PROFITS 


This Is Estimate for Two States 
Only, With Others Showing 


Same Ratio. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 17.~Ac- 
cording to careful and conservative es- 
timates based on reports received from 
all sections of Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi by the New Orleans Item the war 
in Europe has added $48,120.000 to the 
value of four staple farm products in 
the two states for the year 1914. 

Incomplete reports from 
Southern states indicate that the same 
ratio in values will obtain. 

Before the declaration of war the 
value of the Louisiana sugar crop was 
put at $14,300,000. At present quotations 
it is estimated to be worth $28,600,000. 
The advance in molasses quotations 
show a gain of $2,500,000. The rice crop 
now being harvested will bring an in- 
creased profit of over $4,000,000. Other 
farm products in Louisiana including 
corn, oats and beef and dairy cattle 
show an advance’ over former quota- 
tions of about $15,000,000. Al] Mississip- 
pi farm products show an advance of 
$17,000,000. All of the above estimates 
are exclusive of cotton. 

Even in this staple which ‘shows at 
the moment a heavy decline, the plant- 
er is in a better state than in many 
years.

In the following May, further 
conesssicns gave Russia virtual control 
of Manchuria, and a little Jater Russian 
influence extended into Mongolia. The 
Russo-Japanese war, however, limited 
Russia’s activities there and resulted in 
Japan’s acquisition of Port Arthur. 
Kept Balance of Power. 
In order te preserve the bafance of 
power Great Britain on April 2, 1898, 
leased Weihaiwei on the same terms 
as those in the Russian lease of Port 
Arthur. 
In February, 1888, Great Britain hal 
established fits inflmence without claim- 
ing exclusive privileges in the Yang Tse 
Valley. These concesaions were followed 
by similar privileges for France, which 
on April 13, 1898, leased the port of 
Kwangchauwan, on the southern coast, 
for 99 years. 
On June 9, following, Great Britain 
leased for 99 years a 20 square mile 
extension of territory on the mainiand 
opposite Hongkong and about the 
same time Japan secured non-alienation 
pledges concerning the province of Fu- 
kien. Italy demanded a lease of San- 
mun Bay, but did not press it, because 
of popular opposition as expressed at 
home to a policy of expansion. 

All these territorial negotiations led 
up to the celebrated international 
“open door’ declaration. While En- 
gland had long urged the policy of 
equality of opportunity for’ al] nations 
in Chinese trade, the United States ac- 
complished the first broad recognition 
of that principle. 

Hay Negotiated Treaty. 

As a result of negotiations by John 
Hay, the American Secretary of State. 
Great Britain, Germany, “‘rance, Italy, 
Russia and Japan early . 1900, acqui- 
esced in guaranteeing the treaty rights 
of the United States and thus through 
the: most favored nation clause, the 
treaty rights of other nations in China 
should remain unimpaired in the terri- 
tory except military or naval stations, 
acquired or leased by each power, and 
that goods of the treaty Powers should 
continue to be admitted there on equal 
terms. with those of the nation newly 
in possession. 

Great Britafn and Germany supple- 
mented this in Oct. 16, 1900, by a defi- 
nite agreement between them to up- 
held the policy of an open door in 
China, to abstain from seizure of ter- 
ritory themselves and to influence other 
Governments as far as possible to the 
same end. The Anglo-Japenese alli- 
ance assembly of 1902 for the protec- 
tion of their respective interests in 
China and Korea was another factor 
of great importance. The immediate 
object of the alliance was understood 
to limit Russian expansion. in Korea 
and Manchuria.

MISSOURI WIDOW 


Former Presiding Elder of Mex- 
ico District Ousted by Meth- 
odist Church, South. 


MIAMI. Fila. Aug. 17.—The Rev. 
Howard L. Davis, formerly presiding | 
elder of the Mexico, Mo., district of 
the Southern Methodist Church, more 
recently pastor of the Southern Meth- 
odist Church at Fort Lauderdale, Fia., 
was expelled from the ministry and 
membership of the church by a trial 


at Titusville, Fla. 

He has been ordered by United States 
Commissioner J. W. Egan to appear be- 
fore the Federal Court in Jacksonville, 
Dec. 7, and answer to the charge of 
sending improper communications and 
scurrilous matters through the United 
States mails. 

The improper communications are al- 
leged to have been sent to Mrs. Vir- 
ginija W. Davis of Mexico, Mo., a 
physician’s widow. 

When Davis was taken ‘defore the 
Commissioner here he waived prelimi- 
nary examination and no .evidgnce was 
offered. His church trial, at which he, 
is said to have made a confession, was 
secret. 

Davis is 54 years old, married and has 
grown children. Before going to Fior- 
ida he was a minister in the Missouri 
conference for nearly 30 years, and was 
stationed at different times at St. 
Charles, Hannibal, St. Joseph and other 
important points. He is well known 
in St. Louis. A year ago he preached 
and lectured at the Methodist Assembly 
at Arcadia, Mo. Before his appoint- 
ment as-presiding elder of the Mexico 
district he was presiding elder of the 
Gallatin district. > 

Mrs. Davis, who is reputed to be 
wealthy, formerly lived at Mokane, Mo. 
Davis became acquainted with her when 
he visited Mokane, after being appointed 
presiding elder of the Mexico district. 
Later she moved to Mexico and occupied 
a house adjoining that in which the 
minister and his family lived. 

Davis is said to have told the Trial 
Committee that before leaving Mexico 
he had written some’ letters to Mrs. 
Davis. He became infuriated, he said, 
when he learned that she contemplated 
turning them over to the church author- 
ities, and wrote her other letters on 
which the criminal charges in the Fed- 
eral Court is based. 


Mrs. Virginia Davis Admits Turning 
Over Postal Cards to Authorities. 


MEXICO, Mo., Aug. 17.—Mrs. Virginia 
W. Davis declined to discuss the charges 
against the Rev. Howard L. Davis fur- 
ther than to admit that she had 
turned over to the postal authorities 
some postal cards that she had reveived., 
which she believed had been sent to 
her by Davis.

‘Birds and Beasts Go on Hunger 


Strike for Lack of Imported 


Food. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 17.—Birds and 
animals at the Philadelphia zoo are 
starving to death because the imported 
food supplies which they use have heen 
cut off by the war. Most of the food 
consumed at the zoo comes from Eu- 
rope and unfortunately for the animais 
from those portions of Hurope where the 
fighting is thickest. Although domestic, 
foods have been offered the antma!'s 
and the feathered tnmates they have 
gone on a hunger strike and are slow- 
ly starving to death. 

The most pressing need in the famine 
is rape seed to feed the birds. They 
will not accept the home-made rape 
seed. Most of their supply comes from 
Germany from which most of the fancy 
birds hall. Lions and tigers demand 
horse flesh and this commodity is 
scarce because of war demands which 
call for conservation of equines.

Meanwhile, the voice of America should be raised, 
ag never before, in the interest of humanity. The 
Socialists should not be alone ‘in holding mass 
meetings or taking action in behalf of peace. 
President Wilson’s offer of mediation should re- 
celve hearty support, through the expression of 
public approval, all over the country. 

Europe should be convinced that, no matter how 
far the war madness may spread in the Old World, 
America is for mediation and the adjustnient of 
international disputes by peaceful methods. It is 
a crime to remain silent at this time. The fate 
of civilization hangs in the balance.

in those cities is in the hands of ward 
heelers, saloon keepers, brewery pro- 
teges and election crooks? 

The majority of voters in both Kan- 
sas City and St. Louis are good citizens. 
They vote for good men to represent 
them in the Legislature. 

But their votes are not counted. The 
ward heelers, saloon keepers, brewery 
proteges and election crooks are placed 
in control of the election machinery to 
override the votes of the good citizen- 
ship. 

Thus the bad citizenship, which is in 
the minority, nullifies the vote of the 
good citizenship, which is in the ma- 
jority. 

In Kansas City there have been re- 
cent examples of this in the city elec- 
tion last April and in the Jost franchise 
election last month. In both elections 
the vote of the majority was nullified 
by crooked work tn the voting: booths. 

This is made possible by a faulty elec- 
tion law. And it is the fault of the 
country legislators that such a law ex- 
tists. The country legislators are in the 
majority in the State Legislature. They 
passed the law under which this crooked 
work is done. They alone are to blame 
for it. They alone can remedy it. Kan- 
sas City and St. Louis are in the posi- 
tion of a man with his hands’ tied. 

“Get up and fight,”’ says the country. 

‘We will if you'll untie our hands,” 
says Kansas City and St. Louis. 

If the legislators from the country 
districts, who are in the majority, will 
untie the hands of the cities by giving 
them an election law under which fraud 
will be made difficult, under which each 
vote will be counted as it is cast, the 
cities will be representative of the good 
citizenship. 

fhe country press and the country 
voters must be brought to realize this— 
that the greatest need now in Missouri 
is a new and honest election law that 
will help to get rid of fraud in elections 
in the large cities. 

The country is as vitally concerned in 
this as the city, because, until such a 
law is passed, there can be no forward 
movement along any of the lines of pro- 
gressive legislation.

2—‘‘On to Berlin!’’ 


King’s snub to the Ambassador were 
rife. 

France, urged on by well-primed pol- 
iticlans, declared that Prussia had vile- 
ly ingulted the French people in the 
person of their Ambassador. There was 
a crazy clamor for war. The howl “On 
to Berlin!’ was set up. There were loud 
boasts that a single short campaign 
would see Prussia on her knees, The 
first Napoleon had thrashed Prussia. 
Why not the third? The answer came 
soon. 

On July 1, 18%, Bismarck, Prugsia’s 
Chancellor, received France's declara- 
tion of war. France was first to get its 
cheering troops to the frontier. They 
were gallant men and true patriots. 
But their officers were ignorant, their 
commissary was graft-eaten, their num- 
bera on paper were far greater than 
their actual numbers. 

Then came a series of shocks. Na- 
poleon III had been led to believe that 
both Austria and Italy- would rise to 
his ald; and that many of the Ger- 
man states that hated and envied Prus- 
sia would flock to his standard. Nothing 
of the sort happened. Italy refused te 
atir, Austria coquetted with the idea 
and waited to see what advantage she 
would gain. The German states, one 
and all, buried their family feud and 
stood shoulder to sheulder with Prus- 
sia. 

France was forced to play a lone 
hand; a wretchedly bad hand at that.

| The way for the jumping of Weilman 
and Leary to the Feds was paved on 
the early morning of July 6 On that 
day the Browns were making .a jump 
from Detroit to Washington and had a 
lay-over from 5 o’clock until 9 o’clock 
in the morning in Buffalo. Stovall was 
in that city that day and while most 
of the other players slept, Weilman and 
wong | were awakened in their berths 
and had a conference with Stovall. 

At that time, Stovall says, the players 
were signed to the old-time form of con- 
tracts and promised him: that they 
would do no business with the Browns 
until after they had seen him again. 
According to Stovall, the players named 
Sunday (yesterday) as the next meeting 
time, inasmuch as Stovall was idle be- 
cause the Brooklyn club, now in Kansas 
City, plays no Sunday games. 


Stovall Comes Too Late. 


When Stovall arrived Sunday; he 
hunted up Weilman and Leary at their 
boarding houses, only to learn that they 
had signed up long-term contracts, 


minus the 10 days’ clause several days 
ago with the Browns. 

Before departing Sunday night for 
Washington, Weilman and Leary ad- 
mitted that they had talked with Sto- 
vall, but had closed no deals. They 
said this was impossible inasmuch as 
they were signed to binding contracts 
with the Browns. 

‘“T am satisfied’ to stay with. Rickey,”’ 
said Leary to the Post-Dispatch, ‘as 
he has treated me fairly, and under 
Branch I believe I can develop as well, 
if not better, than under anyone else 
in baseball.

STOVALL’S OFFER 
FAILS 10 TEMPT 
PITCHER WEILMIAN 


Leary, Too, Declines Gilded

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. . 1i.—Com- 
plete returns of the primary election, 
Aug. 5, canvassed: by the Secretary of 


State, show that the total Democratic, 
Republican and Progressive vote cast 
was 62 per cent of the vote cast by 
those parties in the election for Gov- 
ernor two years ago.

|} NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—The Evening 

‘Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 

view today, says: 

“On the whole, the absence of note- 
worthy new developments in the finan- 
cial markets of the world, today, was a 
favorable sign.* It undoubtedly signified 
that the remedial measures and the 
emergency expedients are working 
smoothly, here and at London. 

“It is the rule on such occasions, 
and it will doubtless be the rule on 
this, that when the extreme comm>- 
tion in financial quarters has subsided 
we begin to hear of the tangible ef- 
fects in the field of trade and com- 
merce. This secondary process is al- 
ready coming to some extent into sight 
in the shape of the closing down of in- 
dustrial plants, here and there, beca.ise 
of failure of supplies of necessary raw 
material, for which the industry de- 
pends on Europe. 

“How far that process will extend, de- 
pends on a number of separate consid- 
erations, and it varies greatly in the 
different industries. With some of 
these raw materials, substitutes will be 
found after slight delay; in others, ths 
form and character of the manufacture 
will be altered. The problem as a 
whole is as new to this day and gener- 
ation as is the general European war 
itself, and in one way or another we 
shall solve it. Meantime, it is to be ob- 
served that even where mills and fac- 
tories are forced to shut down their 
machinery it is not, as the similar ac- 
tion was in 1893 and 1878, a result of 
credit difficulties, with far reaching 
complications. 

Money Market Improving. 

“‘How far the financial position has 
righted itself may be seen by considera- 
tion of Saturday’s bank  statemenc. 
Whereas the ‘average showing’ of Aug. 
8 reported $58,000,000 loss for the week 
in cash, when only $27,000,000 was known 
to have left the city through currency 
shipments or gold exports, last week's 
cash loss at the banks was only $3,900,- 
000, althought he estimate from the 
known outflow had exceeded $5,000,000 
In other words, hoarding of cash un- 
doubtedly played a formidable part in 
the opening week of August; but if the 
hoarders cut any figure at all last week, 
it must have been by depositing their 
money. 

“*‘Last week’s $22,900,000 increase in na- 
tional bank circulation at this city. 
measured the service done by the new 
emergency bank notes. In the panic 
week of October, 1907, the banks lost 
$13,000,000 cash, and circulation  de- 
creased. The next week $30,000,000 cash 
was lost—mainly to money hoarders, but 
the increase itn circulation was only 
$344,000. It was no wonder that the 
hoarding for weekly pay roll money 
continued. 

“With the $32,000,000 new bank note 
issues of the past two weeks now pass- 
ing through everybody’s hands, the mo- 
tive of 1907 cannot exist. If anyone has 
locked up bank reserve money, he may 
as well redeposit it; he will get no 
‘premium’ in Wall street.’’ 

No Money Is Paid Out. 

“An exceedingly interesting incident 
of the day was the action of many sav- 
ings bank depositors in revoking the no- 
tice of intention to withdraw funds from 
their banks at the end of 60 days. 

“These notices were filed by depositors 
in many savings institutions as soon as 
the banks announced that they would 
require the §&-day notice from all de- 
positors intending to withdraw money. 

“A number of banks expected that 
they would have to pay out large sums 
at the expiration of the notice period, 
but the indications today were that 
withdrawals would probably not be 
more than the normal withdrawals of 
the season. 

“This turn in affairs was interesting 
and suggestive of the gradual improve- 
ment in many quarters. Although the 
6-day notice has been in force with all 
the banks since the crisis became acute, 
the disposition of many banks has been 
to respond freely to all cases of real 
need where cash payments were re- 
quired. In this way it has been custom- 
ary for the banks to pay claims growing 
out of the estates of deceased depositors. 

“These claims in some cases’ have 
aggregated large sums, but they have 
been financed by the banks with checks 
upon Clearing House institutions. It is 
in the last few days that banks have 
noticed the decrease in number of with- 
drawal notices filed by depositors, so 
that many savings banks are doing 
business on normal lines again, except 
for the 60-day notice, which is still re- 
quired of depositors who ask for large 
amounts.
